Selling Agents For Beet Sugar Com­ 


pany Until Wayne MacVeagh W as 


Consulted. 


Washington, June 17.—The story of 
the birth of the beet sugar industry 
in America, its trials and temptations 
ever since, and how the Oxnard broth­ 
ers were enriched by more then half 
a million dollars’ profit through "the 
little transcation" of selling their can# 
sugar refinery in Brooklyn to the first 
sugar "trust'’ in 1887, were the few 
tules in the testimony that Henry T. 
Oxnard gave to the house sugar inves 
ligating committee. 
Oxnard also told of an agreement 
with the American Refining company 
that was abrogated when they were 
advised it was illegal. 
The questionable agreement was en­ 
tered into by the two sugar interests 
in 1903 alter the sugar trust had tried 
in vain to drive the beet sugar people 
out of business by cutting prices. Un­ 
der the agreement the American Su­ 
gar Refining company became the sell­ 
ing agent of the American Beet Sugar 
company. 
“What was the reason 
for 
this I 
agreement?” asked 
Chairman 
Hard 
wick. 
“There 
had 
been a ruinous cut 
throai competition,” admitted Mr. Ox 
nard, and in addition it was cheapei 
to have our product handled by the 
brokers of the American Sugar Refln 
iug company." 
“lf this agreement was so beneficial 
why was it not continued?" asked Mr. 
Hardwick. 
"When Colonel Duval succeeded me 
as president of the company,” he said, 
"he thought the contract was against 
the law 
I told him we had expert 
legal 
advice 
from officers of the 
American Sugar Refining company and 
from a firm of New York counsel that 
it was not in violation of law 
But 
Mr. Duval said he would have Wayne 
MacVeagh pa— upon the legality of 
the contract. 
Mr. MavYeagh told Col­ 
onel Duval thai if we didn t abrogate 
it we would run the risk of going to 
the penitentiary 
We conferred with 
the officers of the American Sugar Re­ 
fining company as to Mr. MacVeagh a 
opinion and of our desire to abrogate 
It They reiterated their belief that it 
was not in their opinion in violation 
of law. but they would agree to abro­ 
gate it if we wished to do so. 
The 
contract was terminated in October, 
11405, alter being in operation for alKiut 
three 
years. 
It 
was 
to run 
until 
1912.” 
Mr. Oxnard 
mentioned 
Henry O 
Havemeyer and Mr. Parsons as hav­ 
ing expressed the opinion that the 
agreement was not In violation of the 
law 
Mr. Oxnard told how at the time of 
the formation of the sugar refineries 
company in IKk7 he and his brothels 
jvere running a small refinery in New 
York valued at alsmt $200,oon. 
The 
com petition was keen and he and his 
brot liers were glad to sell out to the 
trust. 
"What did you get for your plant?’ 
asked the chairman. 
"About |75u,oo(i in trust certificates 
o flite consolidated company," replied 
Mr Oxnard. 
“That is making money very fast," 
-aid Chairman Hardwick, and Mr. Ox­ 
nard agreed.

W ashington, Ju n e 17.— Sen ator Pen* 
rose, of Pennsylvania, chairm an of the 
finance com m ittee, In conference with 
Presid en t T aft, confirmed the report 
that sixty sen ators were experted to 
vote for Canadian reciprocity. 
Mr. Penrose predicted that within 
two weeks a date for a vote would he 
agreed upon. 
H e gave the president a 
d**tailed report of the situation In the 
senate and declared the bill would he 
passed without am endm ent. 
l.ater Mr. Penrose issued a formal 
statem ent, in which he said : 
A careful c a n v a ss of the senate 
show s that 
sixty m em bers, or sub­ 
stantially two-thirds of the senate, are 
.in favor of the reciprocity hill and 
more than that num ber will he op­ 
posed to the Root amendment. 
“ The senate will hold dally sessio n s 
from now on and during the n 
two 
w eeks great 
p rogress ought lo lie 
m ade toward reaching a final vote on 
the m easure. 
“ The hill will he passed at an early 
date without am endm ent. 
It would he 
well if It could he passed before the 
C anadian parliam ent reassem b les the 
laster part of July. 
“ The probabilities are that the wool 
bl!! will reach tho senate in a few 
l a y s and the finance com m ittee will 
( be called together for the purpose of 
considering the wool bill aud the so­ 
called free list bill. 
“ lf Is well u nd etstood that the tariff 
board has been hard at work investi­ 
gating the w'ool schedule and will be 
ready to report next December, 
It is 
not 
reasonable, therefore, to expect 
that the Republican m ajority in the 
sen ate will take up the wool hill until 
the tariff hoard report shall have been 
received. 
"T h e free list hill opens up a wide 
ran ge of tariff discussion 
and 
the 
finance com m ittee is in receipt of nu­ 
m erous 
requests from all over the 
country ask in g for hearings on the 
num erous schedules of that hill. 
“ As no hearings on the bill were 
given by the house committee. It is 
only 
reason able 
that 
opportunity 
should 
tm 
perm itted to the various 
m anufacturing Interests concerned to 
present their statem en ts to the senate 
com m ittee and, at a s early a date a s 
possible, the com m ittee will hold such 
continuous Hesston* of the senate to 
lie devoted to the reciprocity bill, the 
early p assa g e of which is the first 
consideration of the present session “ 
in sub stan ce. Sen ator Penrose in­ 
form ed the president that the friends 
of the hill had the opposition “ cor­ 
ralled," and that they knew practically 
where every man stood anti what the 
final result would be. Kven the most 
flitter opponents of the proposition are 
leady to concede that there I* no pros­ 
p e r of defeatin g the bill. 
Mr. Taft 
Is relying strongly upon 
he Penn sylvan ia senator to put the 
bill through and is thoroughly sa tis­ 
fied that he will l>e able to do so, and 
• hat 
It will b s without am endm ent, 
thus precluding any dan ger of having 
lr hung up In conference by reason of 
disagreem en t on the part of the house 
to any ( h a n g s which the senate might 
make.

and grow symm etrical without being 
trim m ed into shape every year or 
two. 
These would Include the oak, 
hackbarry, linden, sycamore, varieties 
of hard maple and others. 
To insure aucceaa in planting trees 
care m ost be taken in their selection 
with reference to tbe aoli in which 
they are to be planted. Borne varieties. 
like tbe oak. locust and cottonwood. 
will grow in any aoli, while tbe elm 
and sycamore m ust have a deep loam 
frea from alkali to develop into per­ 
fect specimens and attain a long ilfa. 
Aa we have a great variety of native 
trees It will not be dlfflcrj^ to find a 
suitable spec lea for almoat any soil. 


The Iowa experiment station baa 
been gathering data recently relative 
to tbe dam age done by the w heat 
head arm y Worm In aeveral rountlee of 
the state. 
Two broods of tbe worm 
batch, the first feeding from late In 
May until well into July aud tbe sec­ 
ond from the middle of August until 
froMt Measures which have t»eeu triad 
to reduce the peat show that early cut­ 
ting of badly Infested fields is a help; 
also keeping tbe grasses cut on the 
roadsides and In the fence corners 
• rid early fall plowing. 
Most effective 
of ail as a preventive m easure was 
found to be the pasturing of infested 
fields during tbe early fall. 
Tbe dam ­ 
age don* by th* worm Is largely in the 
seed head. Its habit being to eat th# 
seeds and drop tbe chaff. 
In soma 
fields exam ined as high as 49 per caul 
of the tim othy seed beads were found 
damaged.
